Byrnes Accepts

_He said that "the commander-in- 
chief (Field Marshal Viscount Ber- 
nard Montgomery) could not be 
expected to place his finger on 
every single Nazi any more than 
any home secretary could be ex- 
pected to know the whereabouts of 
every criminal." 


He asked members to remember 


when they criticized the four-pow- 
er rule of Germany that "we ar-e 
only one quarter of it."

Russians appeared today to have 
staged a master propaganda stroke 
which caught the other occupation 
powers napping by staging the 000- 
year-old Leipzig lair and inviting 
Germans from all over the coun- 
try to attend. 


The Soviets opened th-eir zone to 


free inspection and most of the 
German visitors were unavoidably 
impressed with the economic prog- 
ress revealed by their countrymen 
under Soviet control.

from 
other - zones with whom I . have 
talked expressed am'azement 
at 


what .he had seen and the way he 
had been treated. However.' .the 
Germans living in this area 
the 
year around are not so impressed. 
Visitors arrived by 'many : spe- 
cial trains and busses. They found; 
Leipzig in a holiday atmosphere 
such as hasn't been seen' in Ger- 
many since before the war. '' ' 
Restaurants are open where good 
meals can be'had'and the streets 
are packed with German-driven 'au- 
tomobiles, taxis and street cSrs. 
The city resembles pre-war Ber- 


lin or today's London on a smaller 
scale.

Debris has been cleared away 
and there are few outward signs of 
war damage. 


A German visitor from, Munich 
commented that "it is wonderful to 
be here where a German can feel 
like living again."

I would rather 
have less food to eat all the time 
and be able to live in the Ameri- 
can zone where I can feel free."

If the United States Idea 
Developes There Will Be Two 
Separate Blocs in Europe 


®-

Whether Winston Churchill's idea 


of a "United Slates of Europe, both 
of the East and of the West" ma- 
terializes as 
a goodwill measure 


of peaceful collaboration, the indi- 
cations are that the Old World 
will in any event be divided into 
two blocs — frisndly or otherwise. 
As I pointed out in yesterday's 


column, one bloc already has been 
formed in main, and that is the 
new Russian zone 
of 
influence 


which blankets most of the coun- 
tries of eastern Europe and 
the 
Balkans. The logical corollary to 
that will be a western bloc of na- 
tions which will combine because 
of their special community of in- 
terests, 
including a democratic 


form of "overnment that is at vari- 
ance with the Soviet totalitarian- 
ism. 


Apropos of this 
thought, 
Mr. 
Churchill said in his speech at the 
Hague: 
"We hope that the western de- 
mocracies of Europe will draw to- 
gether in ever closer amity 
and 


•ever closer association. This is a 
matter which should be very care- 
fully considered and, if found wise, 
should" be pressed from many an-

Hynd, chancellor of the Duchy of 
Lancaster, admitted in the House 
of Commons today that "it is pos- 
sible there are areas in Germany 
in which Nazis are in control." 
Hynd was replaying to criticism 
by House members of the admin- 
istration of the British occupation 
zone in Germany. 
_He said that "the commander-in- 
chief (Field Marshal Viscount Ber- 
nard Montgomery) could not be 
expected to place his finger on 
every single Nazi any more than 
any home secretary could be ex- 
pected to know the whereabouts of 
every criminal." 


He asked members to remember 


when they criticized the four-pow- 
er rule of Germany that "we ar-e 
only one quarter of it." 


William Sheppard, conservative 
charged that 400,000 displaced per- 
sons were roaming about the Brit- 
ish zone, "robbing 
other 
people 


and committing assault and bat- 
tery on the civilian population." 
Michael 
Foot,' labor, 
attacked 


the Potsdam agreement, claiming 
that it was unworkable and adding 
that "if the economic principles of 
the Versailles treaty were moon- 
shine then the economic principles 
of P9tsdam were madness on a 
cosmic scale."

zone in Germany. Hynd said that

Leipzig, May'10 — (UP) —The 


Russians appeared today to have 
staged a master propaganda stroke 
which caught the other occupation 
powers napping by staging the 000- 
year-old Leipzig lair and inviting 
Germans from all over the coun- 
try to attend. 


The Soviets opened th-eir zone to 


free inspection and most of the 
German visitors were unavoidably 
impressed with the economic prog- 
ress revealed by their countrymen 
under Soviet control. 


Almost 
every 
German 
from 
other - zones with whom I . have 
talked expressed am'azement 
at 


what .he had seen and the way he 
had been treated. However.' .the 
Germans living in this area 
the 
year around are not so impressed. 
Visitors arrived by 'many : spe- 
cial trains and busses. They found; 
Leipzig in a holiday atmosphere 
such as hasn't been seen' in Ger- 
many since before the war. '' ' 
Restaurants are open where good 
meals can be'had'and the streets 
are packed with German-driven 'au- 
tomobiles, taxis and street cSrs. 
The city resembles pre-war Ber- 


lin or today's London on a smaller 
scale.

Debris has been cleared away 
and there are few outward signs of 
war damage. 


A German visitor from, Munich 
commented that "it is wonderful to 
be here where a German can feel 
like living again." 


But a Liepzig fraulein said that 
"for the fair we have more food, 
more of -everything. But it lasts 
only until Sunday. I would rather 
have less food to eat all the time 
and be able to live in the Ameri- 
can zone where I can feel free." 
"The people of Saxony are in- 
dustrious," an old German

nha'M sflid. "Whether it be Russians 
or Americans they work for, they 
work nard. Naturally, the Russian 
zone is 
far ahead economically 
The Russians want industry and 
they have assisted us."

If the United States Idea 
Developes There Will Be Two 
Separate Blocs in Europe 


®-

AP Foreign Affairs Analyst 
Whether Winston Churchill's idea 


of a "United Slates of Europe, both 
of the East and of the West" ma- 
terializes as 
a goodwill measure 


of peaceful collaboration, the indi- 
cations are that the Old World 
will in any event be divided into 
two blocs — frisndly or otherwise. 
As I pointed out in yesterday's 


column, one bloc already has been 
formed in main, and that is the 
new Russian zone 
of 
influence 


which blankets most of the coun- 
tries of eastern Europe and 
the 
Balkans. The logical corollary to 
that will be a western bloc of na- 
tions which will combine because 
of their special community of in- 
terests, 
including a democratic 


form of "overnment that is at vari- 
ance with the Soviet totalitarian- 
ism. 


Apropos of this 
thought, 
Mr. 
Churchill said in his speech at the 
Hague: 
"We hope that the western de- 
mocracies of Europe will draw to- 
gether in ever closer amity 
and 


•ever closer association. This is a 
matter which should be very care- 
fully considered and, if found wise, 
should" be pressed from many an- 
gles with the 
utmost 
perserver- 
ance." 


Na'turally the' fact 
that 
there 
were 
two 
groups of 
nations 
wouldn't ipso .facto mean that they 
must 
be 
at 
logger-heads. ' Mr. 
Churchill's "United States of Eu- 
rope, both of the East and of the 
West," under the guidance. of a 
world organization, would be cal- 
culated "to unify this continent in 
a manner nev-ar known since the 
fall "of the Roman empire." 
That would be the ideal. 
The 
cold reality is that nobody can say 
now what the relations among the 
old world nations will be in 
the 
Europe of tomorrow. We cannot 
determine that until the realign- 
ment of the zones of influence has 
been finished — or at least until 
it is clear how great a change is 
contemplated. 
The great unknown quantity at 
the moment is Russia's program. 
Moscow long ago made it quite 
clear that the Soviet Union was de- 
termined on extending its sphere 
of influence to the line from Stet- 
tin in northern German southward 
along the eastern borders of Po 
land, Czechslovakia and Austria to 
the Adriatic. The Russians 
also 
have emphasized their intention of 
having access to the Mediterra- 
nean. Broadly speaking, after we 
have noted these facts we. get a 
dim-out. 
V 
The question 
agitating 
United 
Nations diplomats is how far Rus- 
sia intends to try to expand. 'Lack 
information on that vital point 
is one of the chief causes of all the 
troubles' which have been bedevel- 
.ing the security council of the -Unit- 
ed Nations, and the unhappy' con- 
ference of. "big-four foreign minis- 
ters in Paris. 


That surely is a gloomy back- 


ground for a United States of Eu- 
rope which will unify the continent 
Already it has 
produced 
sharp 


divergence of views between Rus- 
ian and the Anglo-American fra-> 
ernity. Whether that 
divergence 


vill expand into the formation of £ 
defensive bloc of western 
Euro- 
pean nations will depenoVon de- 
velopments in the 
immediate fu- 
ure. Unless Russia shows its hand 
and relieves the suspicions 
and 
ears of the other Allies, a western 
bloc is most likely. And the exist- 
ence of two blocs formed 
under 
such circumstances scarcely could 
nspire amity.

The pope's remarks were taken

Says Nazis 
Had 40 Subs 
to Start With 


Nuernberg, May 
13—(UP)—Ad- 


miral Gerhardt Wagner, wartime 
chief of German naval operations, 
told the war crimes court today 
thai Germany had only 40 sub- 
marines when hoslilities broke oul, 
and half of them were no good for 
Atlanlic operations. 


Wagner testified for Grand Ad- 
miral Karl Doenitz. He presented 
Ihe thesis that the German navy 
was in no shape for war, and the 
ruthlessness of U-boat warfare de- 
veloped only from the necessity of 
countering the superior power of 
the allied navies. 


The German navy went to war 
against the British with a defeatist 
spirit and belief that it was beaten 
before it slarled, Wagner said. 
In comparison with Germany's 


30 submarines al the outbreak of 
war, Wagner testified, the British 
and French had more than 100 
submarines each. 


Wagner testified that ihe Ger- 
man U-boats were forced to tor- 
pedo allied merchantmen without 
warning because the latter were 
armed. Allacks againsl passenger 
and neutral ships began only afler. 
Britain declared total wary by im- 
posing "a hunger
